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I have just received certified translations of the Norwegian 
Council on Smoking and Health's August 15, 1984 reports to 
the Ministry of Health regarding Barclay. 

The Council recommended the following: 

1. Cigarette testing regulations should be amended to 
require analysis by the Copeland holder or its equivalent. 

2. Immediately compel the manufacturers of Barclay to 

amend their declaration of content in accord with measure¬ 
ments derived by using the Copeland holder or its 
equivalent. 

3. The Ministry should reconsider employment of an impartial 
laboratory. 

4. The Ministry and Council should meet to discuss this 
matter. 

After reviewing the enclosed materials, we should discuss 
what action, if any, should be taken now in Norway or other 
countries. 

These materials should not be utilized outside of PM until 
our legal department has an opportunity to comment and an 
action plan is approved by Walter Thoma. By copy of this 
memorandum to Frederick Dulles I kindly request him to look 
into the matter and inform us whether we may publicize the 
attached correspondence. Clearly this may be of help to our 
current actions in Switzerland and the EEC.
